He claimed to be properly elected as 
secretary of the water works board, 
made so by a majority of the trus- 
tees, and when people would come 
in to pay water rent he would sim- 
ply make this statement, and if 
they saw fit to pay rents to Mr. 
Hall, Mr. Sikes did not object. 


Hon. 
The-j. K. Funk, one Of Mr. 


Sikes' attorneys, made a statement 
on the same line, except say ing that 
Mr. Sikes could not be held respon- 
sible for Mr. P.randau's actions. 
That everything done by Mr. Sikes 
has been done under the advice of his 
attorneys, Judge J. J. Harper and 
himself. 


Judge Milner stated in a very 


forcible and emphatic manner that 
a temporary restraining order had 
been issued and the statement of 
Mr. Sikes gave evidence that its 
'provisions had been violated. 
If 


his attorney had advised his actions,' 
they were equally guilty, as they 
wore officers of the court, and if 
Mr. Brandau took certain books, 
placing them in possession of Mr.

The opponents of the meeting finally 


proposed resolutions in support of the 
government's policy, which were car- 
ried amid wild enthusiasm. 


The promoters of the demonstration 


later (held a meeting in private, and 
after a long discussion carried the fol- 
lowing resolutions: "In consequence of 
the organized interruption of the anti- 
war demonstration in Trafalgar square, 
fomented 'by a section of the yellow and 
stock-jobbing press, this committee re- 
solves to hold a public meeting in one 
of the largest metropolitan halls at an 
early date." 


The list of speakers included non« of

special influence, most of them being 
\iljor leaders or socialists. The mem- 
bers of the Peace associations had no 
opportunity to 
address 
the crowd. 


They were saluted with execrations as 
soon as they mounted the platforms,
